1. Halations with RSHA Amt VI K* 

The flrat contact o f PIPE with Amt VI B wae at the v:. 
bo ginning of September 194-4* At that -two PI FT' went to PJUIGCH 1 *" 
office in order to obtain authorisation for lei te telle II flUd-Oat 
to recruit agenta froa irredentibt political group© in eouth east 
Europe such sb the Iron Guard. Shi a authorisation wno necessary 
because Aat VI was responsible for political espionage outside 
Germany. Thio first interview was very short but PIP? obtained 
what he asked* 

Toward the and of ho 7 ember 194 4 or the beginning of 
J>eoember PIP? received an^t order froa PgCfiHBR. to ooritsot theO-^' 
Boummlan Keferat of VI B which was worJdjeg In the sane area. 

In fact, the order had coae froa higher levels to remain in con- 
tact with Ant VI* Prom that ti»c on PI PP remained acre or lees 
In contest with Kef arat Roumania and with AGEKR* He limited hie 
visits to a minimi* because he had the impPeealon that ALXKR 
wanted to obtain aa such information as possible on. the operation* 
of the Lcitstelle in order to take over it* agent® for himself* . . : 
PIPP olaiss further that he went so far aw to renwrite the ^ftAartfr-* 
telegrams , of which he was obliged to show a aopv to AITHES* in \> 
order to protect vital information* In practice there were oer*- ■ ; * 
tain contacts betweetfcrfch* n$ta of Amt VI E and those of the Leit- 
trfcelle a imply because the agents of the two service a had been re- 
ctnii ted from nehbers of the Iron Guard or from similar organisa- 
tions end because the agents knew each other no re or leas* This 
oontaot, however, never achieved a co-ordination of effort at the 
commanding level. Once only a telegram arrived at the Leitetelle 
through AUKEE* The station LOPA operating in Rouaania w&s tempo- 
rarily unable to transmit and estaollehed contact through tho 
transmitter of Referat Routtania of Amt VI*

It was not until somewhat later mn4 
at Plltt^a Insistence that he agreed to furnish a certain amount 
of information of a politioal nature to the leitatelle.

VIj?fH«A SXUb&2*£IbG in the same building and on the same floor aa 
the Leitatelle. 

6* Heiations with the Wt*:hiiffCLP. 

During Hard a teiegrajL arrived ut the Leitstelle 
from an authority unknown to PIPP and which ordered PRCUXJIP to 
establish relations with the KSBAP of Vienna with the object of 
the eventual aboarptipu of the Leitotello intc^-framework of the 
Wehrwolf. This order v:aa purposely disregarded. 

Concluolon 



Jiiin interrogation of PIPP wo® siade not dully to 
clear up certain aspects of the activity of Leitatelle II; SUd- 
Oct but also to enable ua to daoide what was the nature of the 
relatione of PIP? with the ESU4. In fact PIP? w nn ooneidefed by 
certain of bis colleagues as having particularly close retationa 
with the SB and even of being the SB representative within the 
leitatelle. PIP? denies having any other relations with the SB 
than those necessitated by hio service or by order of PKCK531C. 

The simple fact that because of his duties he was in fairly close 
contact ’nith hob A Amt VI is sufficient to explain these rumours. 
In addition the interrogation of AOUEfi on his relationo with 
Leitstellc SUa-Ost and PIP? confirms the statements of PIPP. 
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
